To Send Many New Settlers 


Soldier Settlement Board Agénts 
Meet With Good Success 
In Campaign 

Messrs W. F. Scott and Russell 
Wilson, who have been in the British 
Isles, acting as a selection commit- 
tee of the Soldier Settlement Board 
of Canada, have returned to Ottawa. 
They held 83 sessions in many parts 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and a 
large numbers of men who wish to 
settle on farms in Canada appeared 
before them.

For Manitoba Highways 


Manitoba to Receive Federal Grant 
of $80,000 for Good 
Roads 


The Manitoba provincial treasury 
will this year be partly relieved of 
the burden of providing good roads 
in Manitoba, according to Hon. Geo. 
A. Grierson, minister of public works. 
Federal legislation which becomes ef- 
fective provides that the federal gov- 
ernment shall give the province a flat 
grant of $80,000 for construction of 
roads, and bear the burden of 40 per- 
cent. of roads constructed, It is stat- 
ed, however, that the flat grant is in- 
cluded in the percentage quoted, An 
official request for this assistance will 
be mad provincial govern- 
ment in the ie.

Canada’s Interest 
In World Conditions 
ti 

Six years have elapsed since Ger- 
many threw down the gauntlet to 
civilization and embarked upon her 
mad enterprise to dominate the 
world. Almost two years have pas- 
sed since the signing of the armistice 
by which Germany acknowledged a 
humiliating defeat and made an ab- 
ject surrender, 

Yet the world is still in a state of 
political upheaval, with battles raging 
on many fronts and a state of war 
existant between nations of millions 
of people Russia and Poland are 
at war; Greece and Turkey are still 
fighting, with the Greek armies ad- 
vancing right into the heart of Tur- 
key in Europe; British, French, Bel- 
gian and United States armies are 
yet in occupation of a large part of 
Germany; large bodies of British and 
French troops are constantly on 
guard in Mesopotamia and Syria. A 
recent visitor to Greece reports that 
martial law still prevails there, and 
that all the old war regulations and 
restrictions are in full force, and that 
thousands of Greeks are in the army 
who have been there since 1912 and 
cannot get out. The United States 
is still technically at war with Ger- 
many and Austria, 

Are these things of any vital inter- 
est to Canada, and have they any 
bearing upon Canadian conditions? 
Most decidedly so, As long as such 
unsettled conditions exist, there is an 
ever present danger of a spark start- 
ing a general conflagration, and Can- 
ada, as a member of the League of 
Nations, has a duty to perform to the 
world and may conceivably be drawn 
into any new struggle. 

That danger may be remote, but 
there is a phase of general world con- 
ditions, especially in Europe and-Asia, 
which is affecting the welfare of the 
people of Canada every day, whether 
they are fully conscious of it or not. 
Millions of men. still’ in| uniform 
means millions of men drawn from 
productive work of all kinds, and an 
enormous strain upon the financial 
resources of all nations to maintain 
them and to keep the civilian popu- 
lation at home, their dependents, 

, from starvation, 
Such a condition throws upon all 
H other countries, like Canada, the bur- 
: den of the task of feeding and supply- 
‘ ing the world with necessities. So 
§ long as the work of production re- 
mains so much smaller than the de- 
mind for goods produced, the era of 
sh ige and high prices must con- 
tir It means a contintied inflation 
of dit with all the evils that flow 
therefrom, It means that when the 
time of final readjustment comes 
there is increased danger of a panic 
° which will shake the financial and 
industrial world to its very founda- 
tlons. 

Canada is interested in this situa-| 
tior As a nation it is interested in 
endeavoring to the full extent of its 
powers and resources to meet the 
world demand for food and necessi- 


ties of all kinds, It is a duty it owes 
to suffering mankind, but it is like 
wise an opportunity which should not 
be lost to secure a large share of the 


world’s trade, The development of 
a large export trade is one of Can- 
ada’s economic needs, and the pres- 
ent opportunity for such development 
should not be disregarded. 
Canadians, as individuals, should 
likewise be interested in the prevail- 
{ng world situation, and all that it 
may portend for the future. The 
present is a time when not only

From Place to Place 

Whoever would have imagined that 
the aeroplane would be attacked as 
a possible carricr of disease? Yet 
this is just what Professor H. Max- 
well Lefroy did in a lecture at the 
Royal Institution (London), He says 
that the greatest carrier of pest-car- 
rying insects was the aeroplane, 
which picked up insects, landed in a 
field, and deposited them, all within 
a few hours, The aeroplane was 
truly the disseminator of crop pests. 
During Dr. Chalmers Mitchell’s fly- 
ing trip through Africa, his acro- 
plane, while on the ground, had been 
attacked by white ants. The aero- 
plane could easily pick up the yellow 
fever breeding: mosquito and bring 
it to another land within the space 
of a few hours. Tsetse fly, which en- 
gendered the African sleeping  sick- 
ness, could be taken from West 
Africa to Brazil in a few hours, 
Among the insects the most to be 
dreaded was the chinch-bug, which

How a Windbreak 
Adds Dollars to 


The Prairie Farm 


Any body -of trees which gives 
Protection to buildings or crops may 
be called a windbreak. 


has to do, 


This article 
however, only with belts 
planted about fields and farm 
buildings, 
of breaking the force of the wind. 
The typical windbreak is a belt con- 
sisting of from six to eight rows of 
trees and usually from a quarter of 
a mile to a mile in length, 

The influence of a timber 
break upon air currents is purely 
mechanical, Its effectiveness depends 
therefore,-upon how fhearly impene- 
trable it is. The ordinary windbreak 
does not provide an absolute barrier 
to the wind; a certain amount of air 
forces its way between the branches 
and foliage of the trees, so that the 
movement of the air on the leeward 
side is not completely stopped but 
-only greatly reduced. When wind- 
breaks composed of such trees as 
cottonwood become old, wide open- 
ings are left between the bare trunks 
and more wind get through near the 
ground than higher up. Such wind- 
breaks can be made efficient only by 
underplanting the cottonwood with 
other trees or shrubs,

An ideal windbreak for checking 
wind currents would have the con- 
tour of an earth dam. In the central 
rows would be planted the tallest 


trees. Such a windbreak would not 
be easily penetrated, and its inclined 
surface would divert the air currents 
upward and the - horizontal 
wind pressure.

Breaking the mechanical force of 
the wind benefits the farmer most 
directly by protecting his grain crops 
and his orchard. The value of the 
windbreak in giving this protection 
is, of course, difficult to measure in 
dollars and cents, but where winds are 
at all frequent such protection alone 
may be equal to the rental of the 
ground occupied by trees, In one case 
in southern Minnesota, .a windbreak, 
80 rods long’and about 28 feet high 


along the side of a cornfield afforded | 


complete protection for a strip about 
10 rods wide during a wind blowing 
at 50 miles an hour, On the unpro- 
tected part of the field the wind blew 
down half the corn and bent the re- 
mainder half way, the damage begin- 
ning at the edge of the 10-rod strip 
and increasing until it was greatest in 
that part of the ficld farthest from the

For this reason windbreaks are of 
immense benefit in sandy regions 
or regions where the soil is very 


fine, 

Added to the crop and soil protec- 
tion there is the personal comfort to 
be derived from protection from wind 
along the farm and home and along 
public roads, Furthermore, a pro- 
tected home is heated in.winter more 
readily, and hence more cheaply, than 
one exposed to the wind, _ 

There is no part of the United 
States, except small areas in the 
Cascade Mountains, which normally 
obtains more precipitation than is 
needed for growing the best crops. 
The farmer usually plows, cultivates 
and mulches with the object of con- 
serving every drop of water that may 


reach the soil during the year. In 
the “dry-farming” regions of the 
West these conservation measures 


are carried farthest. Here it may be 
necessary to save the moisture of two 
scasons to grow a single crop. 
Anything which helps to conserve 
the moisture of the soil is of direct 
benefit to the farmer. The windbreak 
has this effect in a marked degree. 
The drying power of the wind is re- 
duced by the windbreak very nearly 
in the same proportion as its velocity. 


In the immediate lee of the most 
effective windbreaks evaporation is 
reduced as much as 65 percent. Far- 


ther from the trees the reduction is 
less. The amount of reduction de- 
pends not only upon the density and 


proximity of the windbreaks, but upon | 


whether the ficld is fallow or in the 
crops. The saving in moisture is 
least when the field is fallow, so that 
the only reduction is in the direct 
evaporation from the soil; it is great- 
est when the field is in crops, so that 


direct evaporation from the soil but 
jalso in the evaporation from the 
leaves of the crops. 

The more frequently winds occur in 
any locality during the growing scas- 
on, and the greater their velocity and 
lideyine power, the more important it 
is to use every means of preventing 
evaporation, Windbreaks are espec- 
\ially valuable, therefore in the west, 
where hot, dry winds, often of high 
| velocity, are of frequent occurrence 
during the summer months,—Extract

Dr. Tolmie Says Agriculture Will 
Help Pay Canada’s 
Debts 


That agriculture would play one of 
the most important parts in the pay- 
ing off of Canada’s war debt was one 
of the chief points made by Dr, Tol- 
mie, federal minister of agriculture, 
when he addressed the Canadian Club 
of Regina at a luncheon, 


Despite the fact that there had 
been a steady increase in acreage in 
the last ten years, Dr. Tolmie said, 
there had also been a noticeable de- 
crease in yield per acre, the result 
of the one-érop system. Such a con- 
dition lead naturally to mixed farm- 
ing with livestock as the basis. 

During his travels in the west ,Dr. 
Tolmie said he had been struck by 
the absence of cattle on the land. 
There was a fine opportunity in Can- 
ada for a campaign for improvement 
in the quality of stock grown as well 
as the seed grown, “An increase of 


three bushels te the acre in the pro-4 


duction of wheat in Canada,” he said, 
“would mean an annual increase to 
the country of over $118,000,000, and 
over $2,000,000 could be added to the 
income of the country by the adopt 
-ion of more intelligent and enter- 
prising methods of agriculture in 
all lines.” Annual experiments car- 
ried out on the government’s experi- 
mental farms had shown, said the 
speaker, that a great increase in yield 
could be obtained from the of 
good seed and the rotation of crops.

The fisheries branch of the depart 
ment of marine and fisheries announ- 
ces that the Manitoba hatcheries have 
completed distribution of fry for the 
season, the total liberated numbering 
226,446,850. Of these 25,353,600 were 
pickerel and the balance whitefish. 
~ With some few exceptions, the dis- 
tribution of fry has also been com- 
pleted in British Columbia. In that 
province, 114,479,487 fry have been 
liberated, chiefly of the various spe- 
cies of salmon. There were also ap- 
proximately 740,000 of Kennerlcy’s 
salmon fry distributed within British 
Columbia.
